It is 


understood that the middle ground, 
or modxxs videndi, as it is being re- 
feried to, conceining- 
the form of 


paying i the indemnity, is likely to 
be settled by a joint 
and 
several 


guaranty, 


This will be in 
complete accord 


with the American view that there 
s-hould be no joint guaranty in tlie 
sense of binding each government to 
securing the payment of the entire 
$337,000,000. It will be joint, how- 
ever in the formal aspect of being 
executed by all of the powers jointly 
at the same time and piobatoly by the 
same instrument. 


This instrument doubtless will in- 


ckide a provision by which each gov- 
ernment is to assume no liability 
beyond the amount of its own share 
of the% indemnity, which, in the case 
of t/j& United States, is limited to 
$2^,000,000. 


In answer to his inquiry Special 


Commissioner-Bockhill, at Pekin, has 
been informed that the United States 
governanent has not taken any stops 
recently looking toward the 'atoaifce- 
menfc of its claims for 
indemnity 


against China by one-half, regardless 
of th'e action of .the other powers. 
Some time ago the government pro* 
posed, through Mr. Bockhill, that all 
of bhe powers 
scale 
down 
their 


claims 50 per cent, so as to bring 
the total of the indemnities within 
China's ability to pay. 


Though this proposition failed of 


acceptance, our government left Mr. 
Bockhill under inshuctions to lose 
no opportunity to secure a reduction 
&1 the claim, but it has never signi- 
fied a disposition to refuse to accept 
tlie full amount of 'our indemnity re- 
gardless of the action of the other 
powers.

Major Arthur arrived at the hotel 


it a very early hour and sat down in 


chair in the lobby. Shortly aftei- 


ward an attaches of the hotel found 
lim gasping1 for breath and uncon- 
scious, 


He was at once removed to a room 


and a physician summoned. Nothing 
could be done for the dying man, 
lowever, and he breathed liis last 
within a few minutes after being 
placed ir bed. 


The physicians believe that death 
esulted from hemorrhage of the 
stomach or lungs. An autopsy will 
be held latf»r. 


Major Arthur was about 43 years 


of age and unmarried. 
Last 
fall, 


while in pursuit of his duties as pay- 
master of the troops attached to a re- 
mote post in the Philippines* Major 
Arthur was attacked by a number of 
drunken soldiers, wfto attempted to 
get possession of his cash box, In the 
fight which followed Major Arthur 
was badly beaten. 


He was placed in the hospital at 


Manila on liis return, and when able 
to leave the "hospital came home on a 
furlough. He had practically recov- 
ered from Ellis wounds and had been 
n good health recently. Deceased was 
a son of P. M. Arthur, grand chief of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers.

London, June 6—Simplification and 


decentralization are the key notes of 
the repdrt issued today by the com- 
nittee, under the chairmanship of 
Clinton E. Dawkms, appointed to in- 
quire into the war office organization. 
The abolition is recommended of the 
present system of luling1 the aimy by 
ninute and irritating iegulation$, 
both militaiy and financial. The 
committee considers the war 
office 


ought to be relieved by the decentral- 
ization of a mass of routine work 
now absorbing the energies of the 
high officials and preventing proper 
attention to important military ques- 
tions. 
Further 
decentralization 


should be secured 'by an enlargment 
of powers and responsibilities of the 
officers 
commanding districts, and, 


finally a permanent war office board 
ought to be established, which, un- 
der the authoiity of the secretary of 
state should control the business of 
;he war office as a whole without de- 
tracting from the individual respon- 
sibilities of the commander in chief 
and heads of departments.

in Athens county, Ohio, and has re- 
sided in Decatur since 1854.

served as superintendent of the De 
catur schools for four years, and 'theii 
graduated in law from tlie office o 
Judge David Studabaker. 
In 1868 


he was elected representative from 
Wells and Adams county, and ii 
1870 he was elected senator from 
Wells, Adams mid Altai. 
In 1876 


Wells and Adams composed the twen 
ty-sixth judicial circuit, and he wa 
elected judge in that year, and wa 
re-elected in 1882, serving until 
circuit was divided in 1884, Jay bfe 
ing coupled with ^Adains and Hunt 
ingtan wMh Wells.

PIRED THIS MORNING. 


The Allen county bar association 


met in the circuit court room this 
morning shortly after 9 o'clock to 
take suitable action, with reference 
to the death of Judge Lindley M. 
Ninde, 
The court room was well 


filled, nearly every member of the 
association 
being present. 
Judge 


Allen Zollars called the meeting to 
order and Hon. T. E. Ellison was 
named as secretary. 
Judge Zollers 


announced the object of the meeting, 
whereupon, departing from the usual 
custom of adopting a series of reso- 
lutions, Judge Taylor offered the fol- 
lowing memorial which was unani- 
mously adopted: 


"It is with no ordanary sense of 


professional loss and personal be- 
reavemenet that the members of tho 
Allen Comity Bar meet on this oc- 
casion, 
In 
the passing 
away of 


jindley Murray Ninde we have lost 
he dean of our society, the senior in 
practice at thas bar. 
It is almost 


exactly a round -half century since 


was admitted as an attorney and 


counsellor in the All-en circuit court, 
The old constitution was 
still 
in 


force. 
'Blackford's Reports and two 


volumes of Carter, with the statutes, 
were all the state law in force in 
Indiana. Fort Wayne was a city of 
ten or twelve thousand inhabitants* 
Its first railroad had just arrived, 
Its 'business was substantially ali 
on Columbia street. The court house 
was a squatty one-story brick on 
the southeast corner of the public 
square. He tnied cases in it for ten 
or fifteen years before it gave place 
to the building1 we now call the old 
court 'house, 
in which 
he argued 


cases for more than thirty years 
before i't in- its turn gave place tj 
the present splendid structure. 


"This period comprises nearly half 


of the life of the republic. It is the 
greatest half 
century 
of history. 


While its vast events were -haippen- 
img1 Lindley M. Ninde, term after 
term, year after year, -decade after 
decade, was living the strenuous life 
of a busy, hard-working lawyer in 
Fort W'ayne, 
Not 'a court docket 


was made up in Allen county in all 
that time that did not contain 'cases 
of his, and he was a faoniliar figure 
before all the courts of northeastern 
Indiana. 


"He was a man of intense activity 


and tireless energy. 
As a lawyer 


he was strong in. all fields, 'but pre- 
eminently strong as an advocate. HP 
had deep feelings, a* sympathetic na- 
ture, -and a vivid imagination. No 
lawyer ever made his client's cause 
more completely 'his own. He be- 
lieved in it, 
To triumph in it be* 


caine for the time being Ms chief 
abject in life. No work was too se- 
vere, no tax upon time and strength 
too groat; 110 hazard to 'health too 
serious to be encountered in his cli- 
ent's interest, 


"A diligent student of books, he 


was a still more diligent student of 
men. 
-He knew the way to a jury- 


man's heart. 
His oratory was ap- 


pealing, ingenious, 
overwhelming, 


When aroused iie swept everything 
before 'him like a torrent. His jury 
speeches will long be a legend of 
the bar of our state. 


"In his intercourse with the bench 


and his brethren of the bar he was 
always 
courteous 
and 
obliging. 


While the trial was on he was a 
mortal foe to his adversary; when 
it was over, friend again with un- 
diininashed cordiality. 


"like so many successful men, he 


came from the farm to the bar. In 
the field and forest he laid the foun- 
dation of the rugged 
constitution 


which sustained him 
through the 


long labor of his professional life. 
It was a notable life to live. An 
honest man, a patriotic citizen, a 
kind husband and father, a faithful 
friend and a great lawyer. Let us 
kee*p his memory green, emulate his 
virtues, iand endeavor, as far as in 
us lies, to be prepared to render 'as 
good an account of our stewardship 
at the end." 


Judge Taylor followed the memor- 


ial with an eloquent tribute to the 
memory of the dead jurist—tribute 
that touched the heart of every audi- 
tor and brought tears to the eyes of 
not a few. 
Judge Taylor was fol- 


lowed by Col. R. S, Bobertson, and 
Hon. T. E. Ellison both former part- 
ners of the deceased, Mr, Ellison es- 
pecialy speaking with much feeling 
and frequently being overcome with 
emotion, Judge Morris, Judge Lowry 
Judge O'Bourke, Henry Cdlerick and 
others spoke in turn and it is prob- 
able that there was never a bar meet 
ing in the history of the county on 
a like occasion where

EDWARD KIMBAU IS DEAD 


HE WAS FAMOUS FOK LIFTING 


PEBTS FROM CHURCHES. 


Total Amount He Had Kaised was 


$15,000,000—Is Credited with 


D. L. Moody's Conversion. 


Chicago, June 6.— Edward Kimball, 


who during his lifetime lifted debts 
on churches amounting ,to $15,000,- 
000 and who is said to have convert- 
ed the evangelist, Dwight L, Moody, 
died yesterday at the home of his 
son Dr. R. H. Kimball, 453 Kenil- 
worth avenue, Oak Park. He was 
78 years old, 


Long and untiring service on be- 


half of churches caused a general 
breaking down of his 
health, and 


nearly all of last year he was in a 
sanitarium. In a feeble condition he 
returned to Chicago last November, 
He was compelled to seek his bed 
before the coming of the new year 
and since that time he has gradually 
failed, 


Mr. Kimball was a leniaikably con- 


vincing talker, and it was to this 
that he attributed his success in in- 
fluencing others in church work. He 
never studied for the ministry, but 
he was reared amid religious sur- 
roundings and was an earnest Sun- 
day school worker during his man- 
hood as well as a close student of the

Dwight L. Moody was one of Mr. 


Kimball's "boys", and it was while 
studying under him that the great 
evangelist became converted. In the 
Dook edited by the evangelist's son 
on the life and work of his father 
mention is mad** that it was Mr. 
KimbalTs influence that caused Mr. 
Moody to start in the woik which 
nacle him famous 


It has been calculated that Mr. 


limball was iiistiumental in raising 
U5,000,000 wnrth of church indebt- 
edness. The largest single debt was

church of New Yoik, which amounted 
to $110,000. This was discharged in 
:wo Sundays. 


Mr, Kimball was born in Rowley, 


Mass , July 29, 1823, and there he

iCimball left his home town and went 
o Boston to enter commercial life, 
There he became the head of a carpet
